OFF TO KLON DYKE. 


Hon Mr. Sifton aa Major Walsh 
En Route to the Yukon. 


The Hon. Clifford Sifton, Minister 
of Interior, who is on his way to the 
Yukon to get definite information as 
to the state of the passes and ditferent 
routes leading into the country, passed 
through on Wednesday in the private 
car “ Ashcroft,” which also had on 
board Major Walsh, the newly appoint 
ed Commissioner for the Yukon, and 
Judge Maguire, who has been appoint 
ed to the Yukon Judicial district. 
They were also accompanied by their 
private secretaries and other assistants. 
The official party will take the Dyea 
route. They start out well equipped 
for the tedious and perilous journey 
before them. Philip Walsh, a brother 
of the Major, will have charge of the 
transportation service and the party is 
accompanied by six Indians from Fort 
William, who are experienced drivers, 
and who will pack the supplies over 
the pass by dog train. With an 
intrepid and courageous cld plainsman 
like Major Walsh at its head and a 
vigorous young minister to cheer it on 
as far as Dyea, it way be taken for 
granted that all the obstacles will be 
overcome and that the party will 
reach Dawson City in safety.

Mr. Coune-dm in has been experunent- 
ing for some time upon his farm with 
raising and feeding sunflower seed, and 
is much pleased with the success that 
has attended his efforts. The feeding 
of such food to cows is done in ‘Europe, 
Mr. Counciiman says. and reading re- 
ports of the success obtained there led 
him to try the experiment. In Russia 
he says, millions of tons of sunflower 
seed are raised annually and sent to 
Denmark Belgium and elsewhere to be 
fed to cattle.

The Foot of a Spider Shows Mow Nature Is 
Ever Foresighted tn all Things. 

While 28 a general thing he is @ very 
polished little gentleman, disdaining to 
bedraggle himself even in the delicacies 
he most relishes, the jolly fly carries 
beneath the arch of his slender instep 
a pair of ice hooks, that might servea 
more vicious insect more becomingly.

PALATABLE COOKERY. 

The art of making our food palatable, 
and the art of serving aredistinct. A 
dish may be attractive tolook at, yet 
prove distasteful, and few people gen- 
erally speaking, care for something 
For 
| instance, an orange pudding will look 
| just as attractive when bitter as when 

sweet, but whu enjoys eating it? The 
palate has been called the conscience 
of the stomach, quickly telling what 
will satisfy the humger. Many house- 
Wives have heard the head of the house- 
hold say: ‘‘What have you done. to this 
sauce?” or “What is the matter with 
this hash? it does not taste right any- 
way andI don’t think it’s good.” Per- 
haps the salt has Leen forgotten, and 
most men cannot tell what seasoning 
to add to make food taste right. 

The art of seasoning isa great point. 
Do not confine yourself to salt and 
pepper al! through the year; get a little 
celery seed if you cannot procure the 
fresh celery,and there are many sweet 
herbs which are liked by almost every 
one, and which should finda place in 
every kitchen garden. A pinch of sage, 
or thyme, or summer savory, or sweet 
marjoram will make soup, or the little 
dish of croquettes, or hash, an entirely 
different thing. Never season highly. 
The art of seasoning is in getting 4 
flavor, which can scarcely be distin- 
guished. Half a clove is often sufft- 
cient, to give soup the desired flavor, 
and do not use ground clove if it can be 
avoided. The seasoning of croquettes 
may be varied by uning celery, parsley, 
sage, aslire or two of onion or tomatoes, 
and a bit of sp’ :e if one likes; all are 
good, but of coarse but one should be 
used at a time. , 

The next time you make dressing for 
chicken or turkey try the following 
rule: Make the dressing as usual for 
chicken or turkey and the last minute 
add one teaspoonful of baking powder. 
It will make it light, delicate, and di- 
egstible, in fact a surprise to all who 
have not tasted it. Try mustard in your 
baked beans instead of baking soda. 

Why do we eat pickles and catsup, 
andallthe little relishes we have to put 
up or buy? It is simply to make our 
foodmore tasty orinother words cre- 
ate.an appetite for food. Few things 
show the difference between comfort- 
able and slovenly housekeeping more 
quickly thnn the serving of vegetables. 
Potatoes which are served in nearly 
every household once a day, are not 
served ome time in ten in a palatable 
manner. Many ways to serve this 
vegetable take little more time but are 
enough tetier to pay well, especially 
when old ones are used. Green vege- 
tables require to be cooked in freshly, 
boiling, salted water, and uncovered to 
preserve their color and appearance al- 
so the best flavor, as anything that 
affects the color of fruit or vegetables 
affects also the flavor. 

The question of food is not confined to 
the tempting of the palate. In nothing 
is the change s0 noticeable as in the 
lessening taste for the old-fashioned 
sweets, cake and such forms of food, 
and the substitution of simpler and 
more wholesome articles. All women 
should understand that cookery is a 
science and that on the choice of food 
and the preparation of it depends the 
health and comfort of the household. 

j It is not enough for a housekeeper to 
ise manage her table ‘o just satisfy 
humger, but she should study to give 
food that widl nourish and will accord 
with health, and at the same time she 
should make the food palatable and 
dainty looking. 


WAYS OF SERVING EGGS.

Lay a few fine strips of 
salt pork over the top and it will brown 
nicely. 

Another dish to ba served warm and 
which is delicious is made as follows:

Have a platter lined with 
nice squares of golden brown_ toast 
lightly buttered. Cut the white in rings 
and spread on the toast. Press the 
yolks through a coarse seive anil 
sprinkle this over the top and cover all 
with a cream dressing made in the fol- 
lowing manner: Put one pint of goo 
milk or cream on to boil.

VARIOUS RECIPES. 
Onions as a nerve tonic.—A well 
known medical authority on nervous 
diseases says: “Onions make a nerve 


tonic not to be despised. No other 
vegetable will so quickly tone 


up @ wornout system, and they should 
be eaten freely, particularly by brain 
Workers, and those sulfering from 
blood or nervous diseases.” |The 
strong flavor of onions, that is so 
objectionable to many, is removed if 
they are soaked for a short time in 
warm salt water, before being cook- 
ed. It is claimed that if after eating 
uncooked onions, one eats a sprig of 
parsley dipped .n strong vinegar, 
no unpleasant tell-tale odor will annoy. 

Stuffed Onfons.—Boil six large Span- 
ish onions gently for fifteen minutes; 
remove them from the water, and 
with a sharp knife cut a small piece 
fram the center of each. Mix toget- 
her two tablespoonfuls of finely chop- 
ped ham, three of bread crumbs, one 
of butter, three of milk or cream, one 
egg, half a teaspoonful of salt and @ 
grain of cayenne pepper. FHI ube 
opening made in the centre of the on- 
ions with this mixture. Sprinkle with 
dry crumbs and put a teaspoonful haif- 
full of butter on the top of each on- 
ion, place on earthen or granite plates 
and bake slowly for one hour. 

Onion and Apple Salad.—This com- 
bination for a saiad is something new; 
the recipe for it is taken from the 
American Kitchen Magazine: Boil 
one cupful of vinegar. If strong use 
half water. Mix one teaspoonful mus- 
tard, one teaspoonful cornstarch, half 
a teaspoonful salt, and half a salts- 
poonful pepper with one well beaten 
egg. Stir this into the boiling vinegar 
and cook until creamy. Pour it over 
two mildly acid apples and one onion 
chopped fine. Serve it with lettuce 
cups. 

A Good Curry.—Cut two onions and 
two apples into thin slices, and cook 
to a light brown, in an ounce of butter 
in an uncovered stew pan. Add a little 
ground ginger, mace, nutmg, and 
cloves. Mix two tablespoonfuls of cur- 
ry powder With a little milk. add to 
the other mixture, and stir till fried 
enougzh, then add a quarter of a pint 
of stock and water. Boil for two or 
three minutes, and add the meat to the 
boiling stock, and let simmer one and 


half an bour for cooked meat.

PERILS Or A KLONDIKE JOURNEY. 
== 
c. ©. Miller’s Aceount of His Jourucy Over- 
land Shooting the Canyon. 

Men who are thinking of going to 
the Klondike gold camps will find an 
interesting account of the hardships 
and terrible sufferings that must be 
endured in a letter written at Circle 
City by C. F. Miller to William Buer- 
mann, of Windom, St. Louis county, 
Mo. Mr. Miller was a farmer at Rock 
Hill, St. Louis county, and sold his farm 
in 1895 and went to Alaska im August 
of that year to seek a fortuna in the 
gold fields. He says in his letter, speak- 
ing of the journey: 

“One goes from Juneau by steamer 
to Dyea, the head of navigation on the 
coast north of Juneau, and then begins 
the perilous journey over the moun- 
tains. Each man starts from Dyea with 
about eight hundred pounds of supplies, 
including provisions, and also tools, 
with which to build a boat. These 
supplies must be hauled on a hand 
sled in the snow by the man himself 
if he has no Eskimo dogs. It is a ter- 
rible load over the strangest country 
it has ever been my lot to travel. One 
man can haui on his sled only about 
200 pounds at a load. He takes that 
about four or five miles, unioads, anu 
then returns for 200 pounds more, and 
So on until he has his outfit moved to 
the spot where he left his first 
load. 

“This tedious method is pursued un- 
til one reaches Chilkoot Pass, which 
is 3,500 feet above the sea level, and 
through which the trail crosses’ the 
coast range of mountains. This moun- 
tain pass is covered with 

GLACLERS AND SNOW. 

Steps are cut in the ice up the sides 
of this pass. Here the traveller to the 
gold region meets with difficulties that 
try his nerve and patience. One must 
pack on his back from fifty to one 
hundred pounds of supplies at a time, 
which he carries to the summit, and 
then returns for more, until his 800 
pounds of outfit is carried up the moun- 
tain. All this must be done in blind- 
ing snowstorms, as it snows and blows 
all the time except in the two sum- 
mer months. 

“Crater Lake is on the north side 
of this pass and it remains frozen all 
summer. We crossed this lake on our 
Way down lo tue mountins to the series 
of lakes below, and then continued our 
journey for WU iniles betore we found 


suilable timber for buiiding our boats. 
We camped at the bead of the Grand 
Canon one night, and then we raa the 
canon in our boats the next morning. 
Luis canon is three quarters of a mile 
jong and only ov feet wide, and the 
walls rise JUu leet high. Ihe river is 
one-bali mile wide above the canon. 
Tbe terrible suction draws the water 
to the centre, causing it to be much 
higher in tue middle.

A Folds, Lifts and Closes — Works Like 8 

Charm, and Is Worthy of a Visit to the 

City to See Ut —Calied Bascule Gridze. 

Buffalo has a new bridge. It lifts 
and folds, and is a soutce of wonJer 
to those who see it. It is called the 
bascule or jackknife bridge, and spans 
ihe river at Michigan’street. It is the 
only bridge of its kind in the wurid, 
and appears io have all the qualities 
of easy operating, widtn of span, clear 
channel, durability, and moderate cost. 
lt is built of structural steel, and with 
good care ought to last fifty years. its 
total length is 250 feet, and 5JU tons 
of steel were swallowed up U2 its con- 
struction. There is a dvubie roadway, 
twenty-two feet im width, with side- 
walks six feet wide, on each side of the 
struciure. Work began on February 15 
iast, and the bridge was thrown opeD 
to traffic on June 20. The cost of the 
bridge was $38,700. 

The bridge is in two spans, each be-. 
ing seveniy-six feet long. These are care 
ried by two steel towers on either side 
of the canal. These towers are eiguly 
feet high and contain the lifting ma- 
chinery. When the spans are lifted 
they rise almost parallel with the per 
pendicular towers. Each span is hing- 
ed at the base of the towers and oper- 
ated separately. There is a seventy-five 
horse power Kriebe! engine in each el- 
evated power house, whch operates a 
chain and sprocket gearing attached to 
an immense and very powerful screw. 
This screw is fifieen feet long and six 
inches in diameter. It is stationary in 
the tower and extends to the upper 
angle of the nearest tcfuss, passing 
through it at an angle of

iust enough to give it pienty of “pur- 
chase.” bach reso.ution of the preat 
screw draws the span inward and up- 
ward, precisely as a jackinife is cloa 
ed. As soon as the weight of the span 
is removed from the jive load tie burs 
which sustain it when down, it is tak- 
en up compietely by monstrous coun- 
terbalances at the top of the tower, 
which work on a very steep incline and 
weigh thirty-live tons apiece, or 140 tons 
in all. Steel wire cables, one and a half 
inches in diameter, connect the 
with the counter-weights, over an in- 
genious system of “sheaves,” and the 
cables are also ingeniously controlled, 
6o that the strain is always equal on 
each. The long hinged z gzig steel bars 
which unite the middie of the towers 
with the span fold up as the bridge 
is eleyated, and unfold to assume the 
weights of the structure as soon as the 
spans settle and meet in the centre. 
Sunply stated, the bridge is lifted by 
the engines, the weight being taken off 
the engines by the counter-weigghts al- 
most as soon as the span begins toa 
rise. If the engine should) give out 
there wou'd be no harm done. The sp:ns 
would be supported by the cables, ond 
could be re sed or lowered by hand pow- 
er from below. 

The engineers claim it was a wonder- 
ful mechanical achievement, to find the 
precise curve for the track on which 
the counter-weights travel. These enor- 
mously heavy cylinders are at the top 
of the towers when the bridge is down. 
When it is raised they roll down on 
j tracks, pulling at the cables, and al- 
| most wholly supporiing the rising 
“structure. When the strain is first put 
jon the cables the counter-weights roll, 
| or rather drop, down a track that is 
nearly vertical. As the span rises the 
strain is reduced and the vertical track 
|-gives way for a curve on which the 
exact balance was ascertained only af- 
ter long experiment.

Mr. J. H. Fineland, C. E, weather 
observer for the Dominion Government, 
has handed us a copy of the last issue 
of the “ Monthly Weather Review,” 
which is issued by the Canadian Meteor 
ological Service. The number contains 
the following interesting information 
regarding the climate of the Yukon, 
which can be put down as reliable, in 
asmuch as it comes from an_ official 
source :— 

The contingent of North - West 
Mounted Police, which left for the 
Yukon in 1895, was supplied with 
accurate thermometers by the Meteoro 
logical Service. The observations were 
commedced at Fort Constantine in 
November, 1895, by Staff Sergeant 
Hayne, who has furnished returns up 
to the close of May, 1897. In the 
autumn of 1895, the temperature first 
touched zero on November 10th, and 
the last zero recorded in the spring was 
on April 29th. Between December 
19th and February 6th, it’ never rose 
above zero. The lowest actual reading, 
—65°, occurred on January 27th, and 
on 24 days during the winter the tein 
perature was below —50°. On March 
12th it first rose above the freezing 
point, but no continuous wid weather 
occurred until May 4th, after which 
date the temperature during the balance 
of the month frequently rose above 60°. 
The Yukon River froze up on October 
28th and broke up on May 17th. Forty 
Mile River broke up on May Ith. In 
June the temperature reached 70° on 
twelve days, and on only one day (the 
30th) did it reach 80°. The last frost 
was recorded on the 7th, the average 
temperature for the month was 5 


53°, 
which 1s three degrees lower than the 
normal June temperature on Lake 
Athabusca and nearly the same ae the 
May normal in Winmpeg The average 
temperature for July was 57°; the 
highest 83° was recorded on the lat, 
and the lowest 35.5° on the 27th. Rain 
fellon 11 days. The average for 
September was only 43°, which is three 
degrees lower than the usual October 
average in Toronto ; rain fell on 12 
days. It may be said that winter eet 
in on September 27th, and on Septem. 
ber 30th the temperature fell to 6° 
above zero ; zero was first touched on 
October 5th, and the average tem- 
perature of that month was 26°. The 
mean temperature of November was 
—8’, the lowest was —39°. The Yukon 
froze up on the 5th. The mean tem. 
perature of December was —23", 
January —15’, of February — 3°,

Increased Grain Storage 
Facilities. 


Two months ago the statement that 
forty new elevators were to be erected 
during the summer at points in Mani- 
toba and the Territories, was received 
with some doubt in certain circles. But 
now that the season is over and in 
formation obtainalhle asto the actual 
construction of the past few months, 
the aggregate is even greater than 
estimated by the most sanguine, and it 
is Jearned that the nuinber of new 
elevators erected in the west is about 
eighty, the | largest humber ever erect- 
edin the North West in a single 
season. Besides, there were at least 
eleven grain warehouses constructed at 
points on the C.P.R.. Including the 
large steel elevator of the C P. R. in 
course of erection at Fort William, it 
is estimated that additional grain 
storage facilities fur 4,000,000 bushels 
will be provided by the structures of 
the past season, increasing the storage 
capacity of the North-West from Fort 
William to the western limits of the 
grain belt, to 19,000,000 bushels. The 
increase from 1891 to the end of 1896, 
five years, was 7,000,000 bushels, so 
that the past summer’s work 1s more 
than one half the aggregate of that 
long period.

Manitoba Apples. 


As beautiful an apple as was ever 
plucked from a tree in Ontario, or 
unywhere, wes recently brought into 
the Winnipeg Free Press office. It 
was of « delicace rosy tint, large in 
size and firm in texture. That such 
an apple could have been grown on a 
Manitoba farm without special culture 
or protection is most surprising, The 
fruit was grown in Manitoba by Mr. 
J. Uniac, of Rathwell, and the tree is 
nicely loaded with fruit. The tree isa 
Dwarf of the Duchess of Oldenburg 
variety, purchased a few years ago 
from an eastern nursery. The only 
protection the tree had was what was 
afforded by a group of Manitoba 
maples. That the apple should mature 
its fruitis all the more noteworthy 
when all small fruits were killed this 
spring by the late frosts. Apples have 
now been successfully grown in three 
parts of the province, Portage la 
Prairie, Gladstone and Rathwell, and 
there can be little doubt but that in a 
few years Manitobans will be growing 
| app!es generally. There was some 

difficulty in growing apples in certain 

parts of Ontario, when the country was 
| first settled, which has now disappeared. 
There is no reason why in the cese of 
Manitoba, history should not repeat 
itselt.

Great Britain Is Now Building 435 Vessels 
for Home and Forciga Use. 


From the returns published by 
Lloyd’s Register of Shipping it appears 
that excluding warships there were 435 
vessels of 971,661 tons gross, under con- 
struction in the United Kingdom at 
the clos of the quarter ending June 30, 
1897. These returns exceed those of last 
quarter 43.600 tons, and are the 
highest since Tt >. ° @he number of 
steamers was 394, of 859,283 tons, and 
of sailing ships 39, of 12,378 tons. Of 
the abo-ro 323 are building in the Un- 
ited ‘Kingdom for home account and 58 
for foreign and colonial account. There 
are also 320 feet of gross ton- 
nage wf 70,441 tons, building abroad for 
foreign and colonial account and for 
sale, which are for classification in 
Lloyd’s register book. 

Another table In the returns shows 
tae ownership of vessels, exchucing war- 
sos under constructon. Yroin this 
table it appears Unat Lhe gross Lonnage 
building tor the United Kingdom was 
639113; Japan, 54,645; Helland, 24,560; 
Britis coloaies, 17,891; Germany, 17,- 
B28; Norway, 12,936; Russian, 11,610; 
France 11,980; Denimark, 9,190; Spa.n, 
8.053, and United Gtates of America, 
1,700. ‘

A SNAIL’S TONGUE.

Tue rose is one of 
those flowers which ty ihe people of 
every jand are taken for granted as 
so well known as to need no description 
and hardly mention, for it is a singu- 
lar fact Uthat every continent on the 
Globe, with the solitary exception of 
Aus.ralia, produces wild roses. Even the 
frozen regions of the north, where the 
summer lasts but two or three months,
